Race Equality 
for Japanese 


New York, March 14.—Action by the 
peace. conference to eliminate race 
prejudice, which he termed “a fruit- 
ful source of discontent and uneasiness 
among nations in the past,” was urged 
by Viscount Ishii, Japanese ambassa- 
dor to the United States, speaking be- 
fore the Japan society here tonight. 
Nothing would contribute more ef- 
fectively to the foundation of perma- 
nent peace, he declared, than appli- 
cation of a proper remedy, “ at this op- 
portune moment,” to “ this cause of in- 
ternational discord.” The constitution 
of a league of nations, he added, 
would not be worthy of the conference 
if it omitted a provision to right the 
“conspicuous injustice” arising out of 
prejudice between the races. 


To Keep Gentlemen’s Agreement. 
The ambassador indicated that if 
this were done Japan would not take 
advantage of such a provision, but 
would adhere to her “gentiemen’s 
agreement” in the matter of emigra- 
tion of Japanese labor to the United 
States and await the time when by 
“gradual evolution” the problem 
would be settled to the mutual satis- 
faction of both countries.

The letter was addressed to Mme, 
Dewitt Schlumberger, president of the 
French Union for Woman Suffrage, 
and Mme. Ules Siegfried, president of 
the National Council, of French 
Women. §It says: 

“T have the honor to advise you 
that in its session of March 11 the su- 
preme council of the allies, in accord- 
ance with the desire which you had ex- 
pressed, examined the conditions under 
which women could be admitted to par- 
ticipate in the labors of certain com- 
missions of the peace conference. 

“Tt was decided that women’s or- 
ganizations could be heard by com, 
missions occupying themselves spe- 
cially with questions touching women’s 
interests. 

“Tt might add that I immediately ad- 
vised the president of the commission 
on international legislation for labor 
of the decision arrived at by the su- 
preme council of the allies.” 


Victory for Women. 


Perhaps these decisions are not as 
good as actually ‘being added to the 
commissions themselves, but it is a 
great victory for womanhood and is 
so interpreted by no less a person 
than Premier Lloyd George. 

To obtain the premier’s views on the 
question I appealed to Sir George Rid- 
dell, press representative of the Brit- 
ish government at the peace confer- 
ence and a close friend of the premier. 

“Mr. Lioyd George,” Sir George said, 
“regards this as a well deserved com- 
pliment to women, since this privilege 
of hearings before commissions here- 
tofore has been granted only to nations 
and not to organizations, It is express- 
ly agreed that delegations or commit- 
tees of women,representing organiza- 
tions of various nations should be giv- 
en a hearing, and their views will be 
welcome. It is now women’s move to 
make themselves heard.” 

Personally I feel that had the wom- 
en struck while the irons were hot, 
had they actually sent in some power- 
ful names of women who could serve 
on the various commissions or could 
have made up commissions of their 


own, and had they done this when it 


was suggested by President Wilson and 
Premier Clemenceau, they might have 
been made members of commissions.

Washington, D. C. péarch 14.—About 
4,000,000 persons and business concerns 
are expected to file income or profits 
tax returns before tomorrow night and 
to pay the first,25 per cent installment 


This tremendous inflow of money to 
tax collectors’ offices will be counter- 
balanced by an outflow of about $800,- 
000,000 to redeem certificates of indebt- 
edness iasuéd last Nov. 7 in anticipa- 
tion 6f the tax collections tomorrow.

A large majority of business con- 
cerns and persons with complicated 
sources of income will file tentative es- 
timates and will be required to pay 
one-fourth of the estimated tax.

New York, March 14.—A challenge 
to Will H. Hays, chairman of the Re- 
publican national committee, to place

tonight by Homer 8, Cummings, chair- 
man of the Democratic national com- 
mittee, in an adress at a dinner in 
hig honor at the National Democratic 
club.

Daniels, secretary of the navy, and 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith of New York. * 

“J had hoped, and I still hope,” Mr. 
Cummings said, “that this great 


league of nations project will not be- 


come a partisan question. Is there 
any reason why Mr. Hays should not 
put his party upon record in this mat- 
ter so that the league of nations may 
have the support of both political par. 
ties and of all forward looking citi- 
zens generally? 
Assails G. 0. P. Leaders. 

Mr. Cummings launched a vigorous 
attack upon the Republican leaders for 
what he termed “their unusual efforts 
during the last two or three years to 
regain mastery of the machinery of 
government.” 

“To this purpose,” he. asserted, 
“they have brought. all their ingenuity, 
have summoned ali their resourceful- 
ness, have magnified beyond all reason 
minor errors of judgment in the con- 
duct of the great war, have mobilized 
the forces of irritation and discontent, 
and have made tacit concessions to cer- 
tain elements, which, to say the least, 
show tendencies toward open sedition. 

“Ever since the war began in Eu- 
rope in 1914, our ears have been vexed 
by the wild cries of the opposition, 
proclaiming a superior brand of patri.

“Now, at the very first sign of a 
to a league of nations.”

BUDGET TO CARRY 
$11,238,028'FOR 


$5,458,446 of Funds on 


Hand to Be Used 
for Bridges. 


Approximately $1 ,928 will be in- 
ciuded in this year’s budget for various 
public improvements. This is the un- 
expended portion of bond issues ap- 
proved by the voters.

New York, March 14.—Roger Atkin- | 
son Pryor, former justice of the New| 
York Supreme court and famous as a’ 
Soldier in the confederate army, died 


at his home here tonight at the age of 
90. Justice Pryor had been ill for sev- 
eral weeks. A week ago pneumonia, 
which was the immediate cause of his 
death; sét in. 

Judge Pryor was born in Dinwiddie 
county, Virginia, in 1828. ot 

As a young congressman and news- 
paper editor at 32 years of age, Pryor’s 
ringing speeches in favor of state 
rights aroused Virginia. The state was 
hesitating on the point of secession | 
when he rose before an assemblage of 
constituents and thundered: 

“Strike one blow and Virginia will 
secede in an houp by Shrewsbury 
clock!” 

Entering the Confederate army as a’ 
colonel, he soon was promoted to brig- 
His views conflicted 
with thoes of his superior officers, so 
he resigned and entered the cavalry as 
a private. 

During the last year of the war he 
was held in Fort Lafayette in New | 
York harbor as a prisoner of war. His 
friends begged both Grant and Secre | 
tary Stanton for his release. : 

“No, damn him!” Stanton declared. ' 
“We won't free him. We're going to 
hang him!” 

The friends turned to the court of 
last appeal,, Abraham Lincoln. They 
related Gen. Pryor’s humane treatment 
of the sick and wounded soldiers which 
he captured. Lincoln, on hearing this, 
wrote an order on a visiting card, di- 
recting the “ release for exchange” of 


At the end of the war Gen. Pryor 
was destitute. Clad in clothes paid for 
by pawning his wife’s jewels, he went 
to New York and became associated 
with the New York Daily News. Mean- 
while he studied law and was admitted 
to the bar, and was appointed a judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas by Gov. 
Hill. He later became a justice of the 
New York Supreme court.

They made haste to arrive ere 
the closing hour—9 by the great clock. 


But They’re Not at “ Hotel.” 


They rode up breathlessly and whis- 
pered their mission through -the iron 
bars of the front door into the, stoic 
ear. 
What? Mr. Kantor, Mr. Davis, Abe 
Messing, and Eli Pfaelzer—not in yet?

It is not for me to quarrel with 
Mrs. Bradley's kindness in men- 
tioning my remarks at the Fort- 
nightly in Tue TrisuNE.

worse thing for Russia. Japan was 


aiceady suffering terrfbly from the 
drain upon her men,, and especially 
upon her resources, and had nothing 
further to gain froma continuance of 
the strugesle; its continuance meant to 
her more Joss than gain, even if she 
were victorfaus. 

Russia, in spite of her gigantic 
strength, was, in my judgment, apt to 
lose even more than she had already 
Jost if the struggle continued. I deemed 
it probable that she would no more be 
able successfully to defend Eastern 
Siberia and northern Manchuria than 


_she had been able to defend southern 


Manchuria and Corea. If the war 
went on, I thought it, on the whole, 
likely that Russia would be driven 
west of Lake Baikal. But it was very 
far from certain. . 

There is no certainty in such a war. 
Japan might have met defeat, and de- 
feat to her would have spelt over- 
whelming disaster; and even if she had 
continued to win, what she thus won 
would have been of no value to her, 
and the cost in blood and money would 
have left her drained white. I believed, 


therefore, that the time had come when 


it was greatly to the interest of both 
combatants to have peace, and when 
therefore it was possible to get both 


- to agree to peace. —

I also, 
however, and equally strongly, advised 
the Japanese that in my judgment it 
would be the gravest mistake on their 
part to insist on continuing the war 
for the sake of a money indemnity;

The Japanese govern- 
ment had been wise throughout, ex- 
cept in the matter of announcing that 
it would insist on a money ind ty. 
Neither in national nor in private af- 
fairs is it ordinarily advisable to make 
a blu& which cannot be put through— 
personally, I never believe in doing it 
under any circumstances. 

The Japanese people had been mis- 
led bythis bluff of their government; 
and the unwisdom af the government’s 
action in the matter was shown by 
the great resentment the treaty aroused 
in Japan, although it was so beneficial 
to Japan. There were various mob 
outbreaks, especially in the Japanese 
cities; the palice were roughly handled, 
and several Christian churches were 
burned, as reported to me by the Amer- 
ican minister. In both Russia and 
Japan I believe that the net result 
as regards myself was a feeling of in- 
jury, and of dislike of me, among 
the people at large. — 

I had expected this; I regarded it as 
entirely natural; and I did not resent 
it in the least. The governments of 
both nations behaved toward me not 
only with correct and entire propriety, 
but with much courtesy and the full- 
est acknowledgment of the good effect 
of what I had done; and in Japan, at 
least, I believe that the leading men 
sincerely felt that I had been their 
friend. I had certainly tried my best 
to be the friend not only of the Japa- 
nese people but of the Russian people, 
and I believe that what I did was for 
the best interests of both and of the 
world at large. | 

Aid from Kaiser. 

During the course of the negotiations 
I tried to enlist the ald of the govern- 
ment of one nation which was friendly 
to Russia, and of.another nation which 
was friendly to Japan, in helping bring 
about peace, I got no aid from either. I 
did, however, receive aid frofn the em- 
p2ror of Germany.

Green Pepper Sandwiches. 

Some sandwiches-are called green 
pepper sandwiches because they have 
a thin slice of green pepper for a gar- 
nish, this being from the seedless end 
and resembling a clover’ or shamrock 
leaf. A- stiff teaspoon of @ cooked 
dressing is usually spread into it. But 
no one complains about these sand- 
wiches because they are filled with 
chopped boiled egg and dressing, and 
such a filling may be one of the most 
agreeable made.

A cooked salad dressing is a soft 
custard, but not a sweet one. It is 
seasoned with vinegar or lemon juice. 
The cooking of it is a nice task quickly 
done directly over a bit of fire, and 
lifted as often as it thickens at the 
side, and beaten; back on the fire and 
lifted again, it may be cooked till 
quite thick, if it contains two beaten 
egg yolks, half a cup of liquid, and 
seasonings of salt, pepper, etc., to 
taste. If that liquid is half vinegar 
and half water some bu‘ter is essential. 
If that liquid is cream or milk, which 
may be part melted butter, some vine- 
gar must be added after it is cooked,

Put egg whites through food chop 
per immediately after peppers, add a 
tablespoon of chopped pepper, and use 
this mixture with some salad dressing 
for one layer of the filling, Mix 
chopped green pepper and salad dress 
ing for another.

, of Mozart’s six or seven concerti—the 
fifth, used by Maud Powell just three}. 


years ago, when she last visited with 
the Orchestra; and he makes, in the 
post-intermission, a second contribu- 
tion to the bill with two Slavonic 
dances, labeled “Hebrew” and “ Pol- 
ish”: his own transcription and 
treatment of melodic waifs from his 
boyhood home, doubtless. -The one 
called “Hebrew” is a lovely item, as 


to both tune and arrangement for vio- 
lin and ensemble: elegiac rather than 
terpsichorean, perhaps, and distinctive 
in its scheme and coloring. The 
“Polish” suggests the furious Trepak 
dance-theme in the final movement of 
Tschalkowsky’s concerto for violin;

As to the Mozart, he and the Or- 
chestra put it into exquisite, fragrant 
revival in yesterday’s concert: I do not 
believe that any other violinist could 
have made so much of the clean line 
and the gay implication of the old, 
thin-bodied piece. This concerto is 
nothing on which to found a hairrais 
ing exhibition: it is just cool, purling, 
real music, asking for taste and ski!) 
from the performers, and getting both 
in this restoration. 

\New matter of the week is an over- 
ture, called “Pioneer: 1818-1918,” by 
Rossetter G. Cole, one of the earnest 
and genuine men of music who reside 
here. As the:title shows, he had the 
Illinois Centennial in mind. Also, he 
had a finecluein mind; and he carried 
it well to the climax, which, as I heard 
it, did not come all tiie way through 
with respect to the design of the over- 
ture. Both his prin:'pal and his sec- 
ondary themes, of themselves and in 
contrasted and matched uses, were 
definite and attractive; and the writ- 
ing for the instruments was sane. Mr. 
Cole conducted this; and the Orchestra 
put an“unmistakable enthusiasm into 
the performance. «¢ 

The week's symphony Alfvén’'s 
third—a work inserted into the réper- 
toire barely three years ago, and now 
in performance for the fifth time in the 
regular programs.

The smoke screen, which obscures 
needed sun in the two inner zones, 
previously discussed, is not the only 
menace to organic life.

as it is now possible to repair other 
parts of the human body. This brought 
up the question: 

“Will it be possible to transplant 
the heart of one person to another, and 
is life something that really does not 
'eave the body when it ceases because 
| of impairment of vital organs, but lies 
, dormant within, and can possibly be re- 
_ stored?” 

Answering the first part of the ques- 
tion, Dr. Laurent said he did not be- 
‘lieve that hearts can be transplanted, 
but admited that it is a possibility.

“It may be possible that life is a 
thing of the soul that leaves the body 
upon death, or again it may be some 
thing entirely different. From a lay- 
man's point of view we can assume 
that it is possible that the thing we 
call life is something that is centered 
in the findarental organisms of the 
body—in this case death, whatever 
that term means, comes when one or 
all of these vital organisrmms cease to . 
function. 


Micht Stimulate Organisms. 

“Whether it would be possible to 

'stimulate the organisms which, when 
impaired cause death, we do not know. 
It would be more possible in the case 
of a person who suffered a snort ill- 
ness, aS a long illness would leave the 
body too worn out. 

“We know that marvelous results 
‘are obtained in stimulation of the 
heart in cases of drowning, electrics! 

shocks, etc., and applying methods 
of stimulation in other cases might 
have the desired effect, but each case 
probably would require a different 
method. At present many efforts are 
being made in the study of various 
methods.” 

“Do you think it possible for science 
determine wat life actually is?” he 
was asked. 

“That is something.” he replied, 
“that science may svive. I believe 
that the easiest way to apprewh the 
question probably would be to make a 
study of less complicated bodies of life, 
for instance bacteria. It ls well. known 
that bacteria have no heart or liver,
